JONES AND ALLIED FAMILIES 


HUGH JONES, a descendent of the Jones of Carmarthenshire, Wales, emigrated to 
Maryland where he had a grant from the English King for the land where 
Annapolis now stands, but for some cause nothing was realized by his heirs 
from said estate. He moved to Orange Co., Va with his family. Three of 
his sons, GEORGE, BENJAMIN, AND MORTON, married FOSTERS--three sisters of 
Orange Co. Va. and his daughter FRANCES m. THOMAS FOSTER. The father of 
Thos. and the 3 Foster sisters married a GARRETT. 


In 1879, GEORGE, BENJAMIN, & MORTON JONES with their families moved to Wilks Co., 
N. Car. MORTON afterwards removed to Duck River, Tenn. The other children 
of HUGH JONES were: HUGH, moved to Ga.; CATLETT, m. Miss CEOW and moved 
to Ohio; JOSEPH, killed in Revo. Army service, ELIZABETH, unmarried.

The GEO. JONES home was on Cerb Creek not far from Moravian Falls. He 
owned extensive lands, some of which was lost in a suit with the Moravians of 
Salem. 


BENJAMIN JONES (d.1826) and his wife ELIZABETH FOSTER JONES OF Orange Co. lived 
near Wilksboro at the place that was later acquired by Rev. R. W. BARBER.

CATLETT JONES and his wife NANCY DULA, dau. of Col. Wm. A. Dula, who came to 
Wilks from Va. lived at "Gable Ends" across the Yadkin from Riverside, 
which later became the home of COL. GEO. N. FOLK & his wife ELIZABETH 
COUNCIL FOLK, where he taught his law school. This section of the 
Valley was about six miles below Fort Defiance, the home of Gen. WM.

ROLAND JONES (1813 - 1869) was son of SAMUEL JONES & DRUCILLA BROWN of Sailsbury, 
N. C. We taught for a time in Wilksboro Academy, then studied law in 
Sailsbury & at The Cambridge Law School (Harvard). Moved to Branslan, 
Miss, then to Shreveport, La., where he became a member of Congress; after- 
wards a Dist. Judge. Was a distant relative of the JONES in Happy Valley 
and a warm friend of JAMES GWYN (1812-1888). He m. ANNE NEVILLE STOKSS 
dau. of GOV. MOUTFORD STOKES. Their six children were: MOUTFORD STOKES 
me FLORENCE BURKETT: KATHERINE BOYLAW m. JAMES B. PICKETT; MARY ALICE; 

ANNE m. CHAS. J. RANDALL; ROLAND JONES m. ESWERALDA MATHEWS. MRS. ANNE 
JONES RANDALL (b. 1859) Shreveport, La., is the only surviving member 
of her immediate generation.

If I could find a list of ROBERT MONTGOMERY and his wife, who was also a 
EASTER MONTGOMERY, I think he would be our line, or of ALEXANDER MONTGOMERY 
who lived in Greene and Sevier Co. Tenn. There is a MR. BLACK of Volivay 
Tenn. We might get him to do some research for us in Tennessee if I can 

talk him into it. There was a JOHN JONES in Wash. Co. Tenn from Pittsylvania 
Co. Va., who might be a clue for us. I can find his children either.

Don't forget in looking for GEORGE WASHINGTON JONES that he had a sister called 
POLLY who married BURDEN, she had a son REASON JONES (sometimes called 
REECE) before she married. POLLY and GEORGE came to Texas about the same 

time from Missouri. POLLY could be for MARY or any other name POLLY is 

used for, you know. 


How I'wish the Happy Valley JONES were ours, but I don't think they are. 

I corresponded with Mr. Robinett a long time ago, please send me his address. 
I too think there is a relationship to his JONES family, but will have to find 
proff. Is there too much MONTGOMERY data to copy it to send to me? It might 
be a clue. It is my sincere belief that GEORGE W. JONES did marry EASTER ANN 
MONTGOMERY in Tenn. from all I could get from the different relatives. I 

have never been able to locate the marriage record in either Green, Washington, 
or nearby counties, or in middle Tenn. If I had access to Lawrence Co., Tenn. 
Marriages, and nearby Co.'s, it might be possible to find the marriage record. 
Look in Davidson Co. Tenn. marriages about 1803-1809 period or any county that 
has records that early. One cousin even said his name was JAMES JONES, but 
the 1860 Census and tax list in Mo. gave it as GEORGE WASHINGTON JONES. I 
believe our JCNES family probably came from that area of N.C. Near Yadkin 

Co. Let me know what you find out about the 1812 data? I have no idea 

where EASTER ANN MONTGOMERY and her brothers, ROBERT, JOHN, etc. came from. 
Could it be N.C. or EA? 


I don't believe you gave any children for MORTON JONES, who went to Buck 
River, Tenn. If we had his children, possibly our G.W. and POLLY might 
be some of them. I checked land grants in Nashville. So many of the 
nanes of HUGH JONES children and grandchildren are so different to ours

Rowan Co. former 1753 from Anson Co. ; Co. Seat, Salisbury, N.C. 

Anson Co. former 1750 from Bladen Co, Co. Seat Wadesboro, N.C.

Yadkin Co. Seat Yadkinville, N.C. 

But Wilkes Co. is right west of Yadkin Co. Wilkes was formed 1777 from Burke 
and Surry Co. Co. Seat Mocksville, N.C.

Davis is south as is former 1836 from Rowan. Co. Seat Mocksville, N.C. 

Iredell Co. formed 1788 from Rowan, Statesville County Seat. 


Thus all these above counties need to be checked for marriages, wills, deeds-- 
especially these land records. 


There are no JONES Wills listed in "Olds" Wills , but I have not had access to 
Grimes list of Wills for JONES. Nor do I find any in Rowan Co. 


Surry Co. lists 1777: ABRAHAM JONES, HANAH, wife, ABRAHAM, ELIZABETH, MARY, 
ANNA, JOSEPH, JONATHAN, AND LEWIS, muwl? , EUNICE, ELIZABETH, RUTH, & SARAH. 
I have a lot of JONES wills listed someplace in my records if I can find 
them, however, I think our JONES must have gone to Tenn. by 1770-1780's.

Duck River runs through at leaSt these counties in Tennessee: Hickman, Maury, 
Marshall, Bedford, Coffee, and Humphrey. A place called Duck River is in 

Hickman Co. next to Maury Co. Tenn. line. (This Maury Co. is near where I thought 
the JONES might have come from). As I think the MONTGOMERYS were in Lawrence 

Co. in 1820, but cannot’ prove it yet. Thus if you can find Maury Co. Tenn. 
marriages you might find our G.W, JONES to EASTER ANN MONTGCMERY? I have 
Williamson Co. Tenn. marriages.

Some of the marriages I found in 
Dallas Co. It said JOHN JONES from Benton Co. When I couldn't find records, 

I tried to make the Census do, if possible. 


Some of the caretakers of the cemetery at Wills Point (old Cedar Grave, Texas, 
in Kaufman Co.) said an old private cemetery on a farm where I think G.W. JONES 
lived, were used to fill in an old well. I think our G.W. JONES tombstone 

went into this well. Some lawyer in Dallas owns the land (how I wish I had 
him by the neck!) Imagine using tombstones for fill!

JAMES JONES, who represented in part, the county in the House for 12 years, 
was the son of Col. James JONES Ye Pitch Ldg. and inherited a large 
estate from his father.

WALTON. His widow and several children survived him. His sons were 
DR.

COL. BRICKLE's wife died Feb 17, 1770, and some time after that he married 
MRS.

We have found a will of a JAMES JONES which seems to disprove some of 
the statments made by JUDGE WINBORNE. This will was found in the 
North Carolina Historical and Genealogical Register: JAMES JONES, 
Hertford Co., wife ANN, son JOSEPH, child in esse to be named JAMES, 
all my children, brother ABRAHAM, and MATHIAS BRICKLE, exc. Probated Nove 
1771. 

It will be noted that JAMES JONES will was probated 1771, and he names 
MATHIAS BRICKLE an executor. We preseum it is the wife of this 
JAMES JONES whom MATHIAS BRICKLE married, for he names his wife 
ANN, and NANNITE could have been her nickname? 

Judge Winborne stated that JAMES JONES II was born 1765 and died 1815. 
Since the above will specifically states child in esse to be named 
JAMESborn in 1771, and JAMES JONES and ANN WALTON probably had 
another son named JAMES who died inf. which would account for 
the mistake in giving the name of birth. 

An interesting fact is that JAMES JONES, in his will, named bro. ABRAHAM. 
Note the following will copied from Abstract of N. C. Wills by BYyan 
Grimes:
